selectmen of Framingham to a prom- 
issory note of $15,000. 

Lombard was the third witness 
called in the trial of Charles S. Cum- 
mings, the rote broker, who was in- 
dicted in the Framingham case and 
who is specifically charged with lar- 
ceny on two counts and uttering a 
forged instrument on one count. One 
charge of larceny is that he stole $14, - 
440 from the Washington Savings In- 
stitution of Lowell while the other 
charges the larceny of $15,000 from 
the town of Framingham. One of 
these charges will be dropped. The 
other charge is uttering a forged 
promissory note for $15,000 of the 
town of Framingham. 

For an hour or more before he was 
called to the witness stand Lombard 
had been sitting at the side of the 
court room. Those who knew the 
former treasurer of Framingham and 
who had _ not him for some 
months hardly recognized in this bowed 
and sad-faced the fin 
ing man whom they used to see. His 
long gray hair hung almost to 
his coat collar, his face was ashen and 
he looked sick. 

When Assistant District Attorney 
Wier called aut the name “John B. 
Lombard,” he attempted to rise from 
his seat, but was unable to do so only 
after a court officer 
his assistance. Hardly able to drag 
one foot after the other, he went to 
the witness stand and was seated by 
permission of the court. Even that 
effort seemed to exhaust him, and he 
had to be given a glass of water be- 
fore he could give his name in answer 
to the query of the government at- 
torney. 

The witness then told his story, an- 
swering in monosyllables when possi- 
ble, and hardly above a whisper. He 
said that in 1998 he knew the defend- 
ant Cummings and that he was a note 
broker dealing in promissory and 
town notes. Then Wier, by ques- 
tion after question, brought out the 
pitiabie confession of the former 
trusted official. 

Lombard was cross-questioned by 
Henry C. Long, counsel for Cum- 
mings. Lombard said he could not 
remember when the wrong-doing in 
connection with the issuance of notes 
began. He first met Cummings when 
the latter worked for E. H. Gay & 
Co. He did some business with him 
and later with the agents for other 
brokers. He said he felt he was in 
trouble about two years ago. He had 
worried a great deal about the mat- 
ter and his memory was so hazy that 
he could not remember just how many 
notes he had forged, but that there 
were at least ten such notes. He said 
he had kept a partial memorandum of 
the notes. 

Lombard, continuing, said that he 
had gone to the district attorney's of- 
fice two weeks ago voluntarily and 
told everything about the matter he 
could remember. Long asked him if 
tt had occured to him if he gave up 
these facts it might not give him a 
lilghter sentence if he should be sen- 
tenced. Lombard said that the had 
not considered that, and that nothing 
had been said about any sentence.

EXPLOSION IN MINE 
NOT ACCOUNTED FOR 


Seventy-Five Men Believed to 
Have Lost Their Lives 


Trinidad, Col., Feb. 1.—Seventy- 
five miners are reported entombed in 
a coal mine at Primero. Seven bodies 
have already been found, and it is 
believed all are dead. 

Primero, where the disaster oc- 
cuffed, is twenty-six miles from here. 
The only wire communication is a 
telephone line belonging to the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company, which 
owns the mine. 

J. F. Welborn, president of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company, was 
unable to account for the explosion be- 
cause all the miners used _— safety 
lamps.

Washington, Feb. 1.—Commander 
Peary may be ordered to repert for 
active duty in the navy. The plans 
for Peary*s return to active service 
are tentative, and nothing will be de- 
cided until after Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Winthrop has had an inter- 
view on the subject with the officer 
The coast and geodetic survey, to 
which Peary was assigned “to make 
tidal observations in northern lati- 
tudes,” has finished with his services 
and returned the commander officially 
to the navy department.

Washington, Feb. 1.—Recognizing 
the importance of an early decision on 
the question involved, the supreme 
court of the United States has set 
March 14 as the date for the hearing 
to test the constitutionality of the cor- 
poration tax provisions of the Payne 
tariff act. 


Strike of Women Weavers 

Boston, Feb. 1.—Twenty-eight 
velvet weavers, all women, employed 
by the Roxbury Carpet factory, walked 
out on a strike because of a reduction 
from 4 cents to 3% cents per yard on 
piece work, and it is intimated that a 
general strike will result.

Immigration Commission Finds Bos- | 


ton Most Congested by Aliens 


Washington, Feb. 1.—In the mat- 


ter of overcrowding its immigrant 
population Boston is the worst big 
city in the country, according to the 
report presented to congress by the 
immigration commission. The report 
declares that there are more immi- 


crants living in a room in Boston than 
in any other immigrant center in the 
whole United States. 

In consequence, living conditions 
are pictured as far less favorable in 
the tenements in than 
where. 

The average number of persons per 
100 rooms ocenpied was found to be 
144 in the immigrant center of Bos- 
ton, while it averaged in Philadelphia 
141, New York and Cleveland 139 
each, Buffalo 133, Chicago 126 and 
Milwaukee 115.

MORTUARY BENEFITS 


Plan Considered by Bricklayers 
and Masons. 


NECESSARY TO PROGRESS. 


Proposition Provides For a Graduated 
Death Benefit Based on Period of 
Membership—Per Capita Tax to Fur- 
nish Funds. 


A proposition for mortuary benefits 
for the members of the Bricklarers 
and Masons’ International nnoion was 
recently sent out from international 
headquarters in Indianapolis to the 
various local unions of the organiza- 
tion. The result of the vgfe will be an- 
bounced at the next biennial conven- 
tion of the organization, to be held in 


January, 1910. At present some of the 
local unfons have mortuary benetit 


features, but the organization bas no 
international mortuary benetit feature. 

The plan submitted to the vote of 
the various locals wa3 drafted by a 
committee appointed by the interna- 
tional executive board, in accordance 
with action taken at the last biennial 
convention. In its report the commit- 
tee says: “It is absolutely necessary 
for the progress of the B. and M. lL. 
U. that mortuary benetits should be 
paid to those who are now members 
of our organization and those who are 
to be. As it is now, only unions of 
large membership have mortuary bene- 
fits, while hundreds of unions are too 
small to establish them. By adopting 
an international mortuary benetit we 
can be assured of that protection wher- 
ever we hold membership.” 

The plan provides that the time for 
putting the international mortuary 
benefit into effect. provided the plan 
is adopted, shall be July 1, 1910. and 
that the collection of the per capita tax 
for the fund shall begiu Jan. 1, 1910. 
Under the head of the estimated cost 
of the plan for one year the average 
number of deaths a year is given as 
500; average death benefits, $175; per 
capita tax to mortuary fund for one 
year, $90,000, and amount of death 
claims, $87,500. 

It is provided in the plan that every 
applicant for membership in the Brick- 
layers and Masons’ International union 
shall at the time of initiation pay the 
sum of $1 for the mortuary fund. The 
plan provides that on the death of a 
member in good standing who has been 
such for one year $100 shall be paid t« 
the beneficiary. On the death of a 
member fn good standing who has been 
such for five consecutive years $150 
shall be paid to the beneficiary. On 
the death of a member in good stand- 
ing who has been such for ten consec- 
utive years $200 shall be paid to the 
beneficiary. A per capita tax of 12! 
cents a month a memberis provided 
for, te funds to be used for the pay- 
ment of death claims. 

It is provided that the international 
secretary shall keep a record wherein 
shall be written the nz aye, age. stand- 
ing and location of every member of 
the international, date of initiation, 
suspension, withdrawal or death, and 
no death benefit shall be paid unless 
the name of the deceased member ap- 
pears onthe register or upon a mem- 
ber who is more than three months in 
arrears. Iv case a member who dies 
has no beneficiary the expenses of his 
burial shall be paid out of the money 
and the remainder, if any, shall revert 
to the international death benefit fund. 

The plan further provides that the 
fivancial secretary of each subordinate 
union immediately after each meeting 
shall report to the general secretary 
the nomes of all members initiated, ad- 
mitted by traveling card, to whom 
traveling cards have been issued. sus- 
pended, reinstated or dropped from the 
rolls, stating the date and cause of 
suspension and why dropped. The sec- 
retary failing to report these matters, 
according to the plan, shall be fined

Grangers Act With Labor. 

The national grange recently in ses- 
sion in Des Moines, Ja.. placed itself 
on record in several matters in such 
manner as to insure its co-operation 
with organized labor in efforts for at- 
tainment of several purposes. Resolu- 
tions were adopted favoring woman 
suffrage, parcels post, postal savings 
banks and certain amendments of the 
interstate commerce law. Organized 
labor is flat for parcels post and postal 
savings banks and directly in some in- 
stances and by implication in the re- 
mainder in favor of woman suffrage.

Leaders of Both Parties Favor 


a Thorough Probe 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Sentiment in 
the house is divided over the Boutell- 
McCall plan of an investigation of the 
cost of living by the ways and means 
committee. Some of the insurgent 
element talk of opposing the resolu- 
tion on the ground that the resolu- 
tion would be conducted by a pre- 
judiced body, as far as the tariff is 
concerned, and in addition to the ex- 
pense it would be useless, as the peo- 
ple would refuse to accept the find- 
ings of the boy which is primarily 
responsible for the present tariff rates. 

A little inquiry at the Capital dis- 
closes, however, that the scheme to 
use the ways and means committee 
has a deeper political purpose than ap- 
pears on the surface. The motion for 
an investigation was supported unani- 
mously in the committee, by Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike. It is as- 
serted by Republicans that an investi- 
gation by the committee would dis- 
close that the tariff has nothing to do 
with prevailing high prices, thus a 
report to this effect, signed by the 
Democrats of the ways and means 
committee, would eliminate this phase 
of the tariff situation as an issue in 
the fall campaigns, notably in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Late yesterday Representative Payne 
of New York, chairman of that com- 
mittee and majority leader in the 
house, introduced his resolution pro- 
viding for an investigation along the 
broadest lines. 

Prior to announcing 
Payne conferred with Representative 
Champ Clark, the minority leader, 
who had been designated with him by 
the committee to draft the instrument 
authorizing the investigation. 

The committee is to inguire into 
any alleged increase in the cost of the 
necessaries of life, some of which, 
such as clothing, fuel, furniture, 
meats and foodstuffs, are enumerated. 
Wholesale and retail prices and rates 
of profit are to be investigated. The 
question whether the tariff is re- 
sponsible for the alleged high cost of 
living is covered in a general provi- 
sion as to “whether prices are affect- 
ed, increased or otherwise, by any 
laws of the United States.” 

The hearings of the committee will 
The commit- 
tee may sit anywhere in the United 
States and summon and swear wit- 
nesses. 

The resolution will be referred to 
the ways and means committee and 
doubtless reported back for passage. 

President Taft and the leaders of 
the Republican party are in favor of a 
thorough and exhaustive investiga- 
tion, and the ways and means com- 
mittee has determined that it shall 
assume the task of making a full in- 
quiry into the whole matter.

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POSTAL RATE 
ON MAGAZINES 


President Expresses Desire Tha 
lt Be Increased 


Washington, Feb. 2.—Congress has 
awakened to a realization that in the 
mail problem it has on 
hand a political issue of the largest 
dimensions. The impression is in- 
creasing that notwithstanding the 
earnest desire of President Taft that 
the postal rate on magazines be in- 
creased, the proposition is a dead one. 

The hint of Senator Doliver, at the 
publishers’ dinner, that congress 
would insist upon a thorough investiga- 
tion of the postoffice department be- 
fore considering a reduction of the 
magazine rate, has been taken at its 
face value by many con- 
cerned, and evidently is accepted by 
the publishers as virtually settling the 
controversy. 

Light hundred letters were reccived 
by the house committee on 
fices and post roads Tuesday, most of 
them condemning any increases in the 
rate. While this bombardment, of 
which one day's mail is only a sample, 
was originally “manufactured” and has 
been fostered by the magazines 
among their readers, the sentiments 
revealed are too sincerely and forec- 
fully uttered to warrant the commit- 
tee in ignoring their importance. 

The disposition of the committee Is 
to regard the second-class problem 
purely as a business proposition, as 
far as the government is concerned, 
and increase the rate from 1 cent a 
pound to perhaps 5, but the roar of 
popular resentment over the sugges- 
tion has caused a hestitation which 
probably is decisiv 

The postal deficit of $64,090,000 
could be easily wiped out by a reduc- 
tion in the pay of clerks and carriers 
and some members believe these em- 
ployes are better paid than they would 
he for the same class of work outside 
the government service. 

But the times are wrong for 
trenchment by any such process. 
taken for granted that any 
in the rate of postage would be passed 
up to the consumer, and where two 
journals alone, issued by the same 
company, have about three million 
subscribers, the political effect of 
taxing the people directly, instead of 
through the indirect and indivisible 
medium of a custom tariff, is some- 
thing to be considered.

OF HUSBAND 


Mrs. Glover In Court 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb. 
Glover will case in the probate court 
took the form of a murder inquisition 
yesterday afternoon. It teemed with 
assertions made by counsel represent- 
ing Albert R. Glover, a brother, that 
Mrs. Lillian M. Glover had caused 
the death of her husband, Clarence 
F. Glover, for the purpose of getting 
possession of his property. 

Attorney Scott did not mince his 
words in his handling of the purposes 
he claimed actuated Mrs. Glover in 
securing the making of that last will 
and testament. 

He directly charged, while she sat 
within the courtroom, weeping, that 
she had frequently threatened to kill 
the man for whose murder Haitie Le 
Blanc, the 16-year-old maid of the 
Glover family, is now under indict- 
ment. 

He declared that Mrs. Glover kept 
a revolver to be used particularly in 
killing her husband, and that her 
threats of this nature, following dis- 
putes over the property, so worked 
upon the feelings of Glover that, thus 
holding fear of bodily harm, he was 
led under her influence to execute the 
will. 

Mr. Scott said in one portion of his 
cha “We do say that she used 
certain persons as instruments, either 
with a knowledge of her purpose, or 
through ignorance of her 
she used them to carry ont her will.” 

Hattie Le Blane took the stand be- 
fore the session had concluded. The 
girl prisoner, wonderfully calm, clad 
in a manner to attract attention even 
in a street throng, and smiling down 
upon the great gathering, answered 
questions put to her regarding he 
Willingness to testify. It will be 
Monday, however, before she will be 
submitted to the examination which 
Scott intends to make.

OF PILLSBURY 


Would Have Government Fit Out May Go Via West Quincy In- Delightful Meeting of Mothers’ 


Antarctic Expedition 


Washington, Feb. 4.—Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer will soon lay before 
President Taft the proposition of 
Rear Admiral Pillsbury that the gov- 
ernment fit out an expedition for the 
exploration of the Antarctic. The 
purpose is not to search for the 
South Pole, but to explore Wilkes 
Land, for discoveries of value to sci- 
ence, ‘and to establish American in- 
terest in that territory. 

Such an expedition could not be 
outfitted within two years, and in 
view of the prevailing policy of re- 
trenchment in government expenses, 


the idea may not be vigorously 
pushed. Meyer has taken no posi- 
tion on the matter and is desirous 


only to know the views of the presi- 
dent with respect to it and govern 
himself accordingly. 

This proposition is apart from that 
suggested by Commander Peary to 
National Geographic 
which contemplates a use of the 
Roosevelt, with as many of her Polar 
crew as can be assembled, and a dash 
for the South Pole, starting next fall. 

The navy department shows appar- 


ently little interest in the plan to hon- , 


or Peary by retirement as a rear ad- 


miral, possibly with the thanks of 
congress added. The point is made 
by some naval officials that Peary’s 


polar discovery was made under the 
auspices of the department of com- 
and labor, not the navy de- 
partment, hence the navy is 
called upon to assert itself in Peary’s 
interest. 

This view is taken at the Capitol as 
a reflection of the petty jealousy from 
which Peary always has_ suffered 
among some of his brother naval of- 
ficers, but will have no effect upon 
congress except to stimulate his 
friends there to put a retirement Dill 
through. The navy department will 
not of course oppose such aill, while 
the popular sentiment in its favor 
will render its passage certain. 

Bills to promote Peary to rear ad- 
miral were introduced in the house 
by Representative Allen of Maine and 
in the senate by Mr. Hale.

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A SQUARE DEAL, 


Editors Ledger: 

Quincy residents are Known to give 
a square deal and to be heartily 
in favor of fair competition. This is 
true as far as eatables etc., go ‘but 
are we not a little bit careless when 
it comes to other things? 

Take for instance the laundry. We 
all have occasion to call’ upon some' 
laundry to cleanse our clothes for, 
“Cleanliness is next to Godliness.” 
When you pick out a laundry do you 
consider the fact that this is a busi- 
ness where competition is perhaps as 
keen as in anything we have occasion 
to use during the week. 


You wonder at this. Just suppose 
you were in the laundry business, 
making a fairly good living. You 


work at it only eight or ten hours a 
day and hire female help. All of a 


sudden you are informed you can only 


work women and minors 56 hours a 
week. You have to pay them as much 
as before for doing less work. You 
have to send out for your work and 
return it. That means ‘horses to 
maintain. All of this is true in most 
of our laundries today. For competi- 
tion you have the foreigner who takes 
entirely to this trade. They are un- 
der little expense. They work from 
four in the morning until twelve at 
night, stay in this country ten years 
or so then go home and take it easy 
the remainder of their life. 

Is that fair competition? If you 
are in business would you invite such 
competition? We think not. 

Why then don't people patronize the 
industries that will help them and the 
city, instead of helping foreigners 
make enough to live years in idleness. 
The girls in the laundries in this city 
spend their money in Quincy stores, 
the propvietors do likewise and it is 
therefore a duty to patronize laundries 
where they have to fight such compe- 
tition.

SEVEN TERMS IN CONGRESS 


Congressman Lovering Passes Away 
After a Long Iliness 


Washington, Feb. 5.—William C. 
Lovering, representative from the 
Fourteenth Massachusetts district, 
died at his home here of pneumonia, 
following a confinement of several 
weeks to the house with pleurisy. 

Mr. Lovering was 75 years of age, 
and his strength had been failing for 
the last few years. He was serious- 
ly affected by the heat of last sum- 
mer and was compelled to return to 
his summer home in Massachusetts 
before the close of the extra session. 
He was attended in his last illness by 
his daughter, Miss Alice Lovering, 
who had been his companion in Wash- 
ington for several years. 

Arrangements have been made for 
sending the body to Massachusetts 
and probably the funeral will be held 
in Taunton Monday, with burial in 
the same city. 

Mr. Lovering was among the fore- 
most of the insurgent group in the 
house in his opposition to the house 
system of management and _ never 
yielded an inch of his convictions or 
activity -under severe pressure which 
Was put upon him by the regular or- 
ganization.

Amoug the steps of progress to be 
recorded ip our young natioual career 
are the increased honesty and dimin 
ished dishonesty of commercial adver- 
tising.

MAKING HISTORIES. 


An Interesting Game For a Party ora 
Stormy Afternoon. 

Histories or biographies, which lat- 
ter is really a better name, are most 
interesting to make and have been 
tried most successfully at grownup 
“affairs.” 

The articles needed are a dozen or 
two of old magazines (illustrated ones), 
half a dozen pairs of shears, a couple 
of paste pots and the “histories.” 
These latter should be prepared ahead 
of time, but are easy to make. Get 
plain sheets of white paper, about 
note paper size, allow about ten or a 
dozen to each book and fasten the 
sheets together with clips. On the 
front sheets of each write, “An Illus- 
trated Life of Margie Blank, by Tom- 
mie Jones.’ The names, of course, are 
left blank, the hostess simply writing 
the name of one guest or child on each 
book. The hostess distributes the little 
books. Those of the girls are given to 
the boys, and vice versa. The person 
who prepares the history writes his 
name on the blank left for it. 

On each page of the blank history 
there is a caption or heading—“At the 
Age of Three,” “How He Looked 
When He Was Six,” “His First Love,” 
“Future Occupation,” “Greatest Ambi 
tion,” “Final Career’ and any others 
along the same line that may suggest 
themselves. 

The idea is to cut out illustrations 
from the magazines and paste them on 
the pages signified to carry out the 
idea suggested. The pictures may be 
wise, funny or semiserious, just as the 
historian desires. 

Simply dump the pile of magazines 
in the center of the table, give each 
child a blank history and let them go 
to work. 

The advertisements of the magazines 
are rich in suggestion. Some of the fa- 
mous “varieties’—Blank’s Soap, Some- 
body’s Paint—will furnish abundant il- 
lustrations for the child with a sense 
of humor and an eye for the ludicrous. 

When the histories have been com- 
pleted and each page is properly filled 
—for more than one illustration may 
be put upon a page—the little books 
should be exchanged and returned to 
their owners. 

And what fun they will bave “seeing 
themselves as others see them!”

$200,000 BAIL 


He Is Unable to Procure That CHEERFUL

Worcester, Mass., Feb. 7.—John 
A. Hall, treasurer of the Southbridge 
Savings bank, was committed to jail 
here on his failure to secure $200,000 
after being arraigned in the 
Webster court on a second charge of 


bonds, 


larceny of $425,000 of the bank’s funds. 
The charge was preferred by Presi- 
dent Paige of the bank. 

There is no probability that Hali 
will be able to secure bondsmen, and 
he will doubtless have to remain in 
jail until the sitting of the grand jury 
on May 2.

NUMBERING SYSTEM 


Many Valuable Plans Found For 
Designating Houses. 


FINES FOR NEGLECTFULNESS. 


Everett, Mass., Adopts This Up to Date 
Method For Keeping the Numbers on 
Houses—Plans of Many Other Towns 
and Cities Good and Successful. 


Statistics of the wave of enthusiasm 
in towns and cities throughout the 
United States looking toward the revi- 
sion of house numbering systems fur- 
nish interesting points of comparison 
with the plan recently put into effect 
in Cl The American Society of 
Municipal Improvements, which is or- 
ganized as a sort of clearing house for 
ideas on municipal government, h 
mide an investigation of what is being 
done in different parts of the United 
States. 

Replies were received from 136 cities 
to the following questions: 

“Who assigns street numbers to or 
otherwise has charge of the number- 
ing of the buildings in your city? 

“What form of application must be 
made and what charge paid by prop- 
erty owners to learn their respective 
house numbers? 

“Does city furnish the figures to be 
used? At what cost? 

“Does it place them? Is the size and 
style of figures specified in any way? 

“Is there any standard for assigning 
numbers, such as distance from as- 
signed axes or length of frontage to 
each humber?" 

‘he replies show that in the great 
majority of cases the city engineer or 
the department of engineering has 
charge of this work, this being the 
ease in 104 cases out of the total 136 
The building inspector has charge of 
it in eight cases. In five cuses it is in 
charge of the board of public affairs, 
of public works or of commissioners, 
as they are vuriously entitled. In four 
ases the city elerk looks after this 
work, in three cases the assessor, in 
two cases the superintendent of streets, 
and a special committee, the inspector 
of the highway division, the board of 
aldermen, the mayor and council, the 
mayor alone, a local contractor and 
the city marshal, each are intrusted 
with this work in oue city of those re- 
porting. Printed forms are used in 
Dubuque, la.; Phillipsburg, N. J.; 
Cleveland, O.; Salt Lake City, Winni- 
pez, Mau... and others. In Everett : 
Taunton, Mass., petition is made to the 
board of aldermen; in Schenectady, 
N. Y., and Duluth, Minn., to the com- 
mon council. In Ka aaa £ ity, Mo.. and 
Lincoln, Neb., the number of the d- 
ing is given with the buildin ig permit. 

In 124 cases no chi is mude for 
r or tenant of his 
house number. » Macon, Ga., there 
is a charge of 15 cents for this; in 
Springtield, Mass., the cost of looking 
up the information; in Ogden, Utah, 
Jo cents; in Lincoln, Neb., this is in- 
eluded in the cost of the building per- 
mit. Figures are furnished and placed 
Without cost to the owner in Boston, 
Everett, Lowell, New Bedford and 
Somerville. Muass.; in Cleveland and 
Woonsocket, R. I... and in Winnipeg, 
Ottawa, Toronto and Calgary. Canada. 
ligures are tnished free of charge, 
but not placed in Concord, N. H., 
Reading, Pa... and Hamilton. Ont. Ma- 
» furnish- 
ing and 10 cents additional for placing. 
Sun Antonio, Tex., charges 15 cents 
per figure and does not place them. 
Montreal, Canuda, charges 2015 cents 
for furnishing and placing. St. Jolu’s, 
N. F., charges 3 cents per figure for 
furnishing and placing. A number of 
cities furnish and place figures if the 
owner fails to do so after notification 
and charges the same to the owner. 
In Grand Rapids, Mich., this charge 
is 20 cents per figure in pk 

In most towns and cities the front- 
age allotted to each number is twenty 
to twenty-five feet. In several, how- 
ever, ten feet is used in the business 
sections, this being the case in New 
Britain, Conn.; Lowell, Mass., and 
Somerville, Mass. 

In some cities there appears to be no 
general ordinauce concerning the mat- 
ter of house numbering, while in oth- 
ers quite complete ordinances have 
been established. An illustration of a 
brief ordinance is that of Everett, 
Mass., which is as follows: 

“The owner of any building or part 
of a building who shall neglect or re- 
fuse to aflix to the same the numbers 
designated by the board of aldermen 
or. by some person by said board duly 
authorized or who shall affix or re- 
tain for more than three days any 
uumber contrary to such directior 
be liable to fine of not more than $20, 

In Rochester if owners do not place 
aumbers on their houses the common 
zouncil passes a local improvement or- 
dinanee, and the numbers are placed 
hy the city, and the cost thereof, with 
the cost of placing, is charged against 
the property. 

In a aan of cities there appears 
to be no particular form of procedure 
by which the householder obtains in 
formation as to the legal 
his house por by which 
pels the proper numbering of l 
In others, however, forms more or less 
elaborate are employed. 

The style of figure to be used is spec- 
ed in forty- tive cities. In the mayjor- 
of cases it is stated that the figure 
ust be at least as large as designated 
minimum, which varies from two to 
ches.

A New Breed of Corn. 

Last year a smail lot of shelled corn 
of a kind new to this country 
sent to the department of agriculture 
from Shanghai, says Scientitic Ameri 
can. It proved to have qualities that 
may muke it valuable in breeding a 
corn adapted to the hot and dry con- 
ditions of the southwest. The plants 
raised in the test averaged than 
six feet in height. with an average of 
twelve green leaves at the time of 
tasseling. Tbe ears averaged five and 
one-half inches in length and four 
and one-third inches in greatest cir- 
cumference, with sixteen to eighteen 
rows of small grains. On the upper 
part of the plant the leaves are all 
on one side of the stalk iustead of be- 
ing arranged in two rows on opposite 
sides. Besides this, the upper leaves 
stand erect insteud of drooping, aud 
the tips of the leaves are therefore 
above tbe top of the tassel. ‘The silks 
of the ear are produced at the poiut 
where the leaf blade is joined to the 
leaf sheath, and they appear before 
there is any sign of ap ear, except 2 
slight swelling.

Aviators to Use Funds From 
Exhibitions In Tests. 


—_—_. 


WILBUR TELLS OF THEIR HOPES 


Their Work, He Says, From Now on 
Will Be Experimental, Both In the 
Laboratory and In the Air—How 
They Expect to Improve Their Ma- 
chine—To Encourage Experimenting. 


Wilbur Wright, the aviator, does not 


smoke. He does like to fool a little 
time away with highly striped ice 


cream. He was enjoying his favorite 
dissipation surrounded by his counsel, 
H. A. Toulmin of Springfield, O., and 
Pliny W. Williamson and J. B. Smith 
of New York city. A reporter linger 
ing near was waiting for the aviator 
to satisfy his taste before inquiring 
into his plans. ‘The place was the 
Underwriters’ club, New York, the 
time early afternoon of a recent day. 

“An odd thing happened in our office 
a little while ago,” said Mr. William- 
sou. “A man from Indiana unfolded 
a scheme in which he solicited our co 
operation. He said he came to us be 
cause We are counsel for the Wright 
company and he was promoting some- 
thing that he thought we would like 
to handle on that account. He called 
it the National Mausoleum company— 
something new ip apartment burial 
houses was its strong feature—and’— 

“The Wright company will not have 
the kind of byproducts that that chap 
necds to make his patent mausoleum 
pay.” said Mr. Wright, enjoying the 
incident. 

Planning For Experiments. 

Continuing in a serious manner, the 
aviator said: 

“The whole preblem of aeronautics 
calls for the conservation of the means 
that will make further experimental 
work possible. If flying machines can 
be made absolutely safe there will be 
no difficulty about finding a market for 
them. ‘To do that will require experi- 
mentation; to carry on experiments 
tukes money. Where is the money to 
come from? Not from the sale of ma- 
chines for a year or two. 

“The profits derived from satisfying 
the public curiosity in all the big cit- 
jes of the country will enable my 
brother and I to develop the art. Such 
money should be conserved for the 
development of flying machines, and 
it is our intention to make such use, 
to a considerable extent. of moneys 
received from such exhibitions.” 

He added that neither he nor his 
brother would personally exhibit the 
Wright machines. Several men train- 
ed for that purpose at his company's 
aviation field in Florida would give 
the public exhibitions. 


Mr. Wright will select a testing field | 


in Florida. Sheds will be immediate- 


ly constructed, and when everything | 


is complete several aeroplanes will be 
shipped from the Wright factory at 
Dayton, O., and the two brothers will 
devote their time between now and 
spring iu giving instruction to those 
aviators who remain to be selected. 
Their Hopes and Intentions. 
“They say you will the art 


choke 


if your patents ure upheld in the 
courts,” was suggested. 


“Let men who pretend to fear such 
a result work as we did down at 
Kitty Hawk.” he replied. “I don't 
suppose there will be very many law- 
suits brought by our company against 
men working for the development of 
the art. We never fussed with Her- 
ring or Curtiss while they were ex- 
perimenting. We feel we have a right 
to proceed against a man who copies 
our machine and uses it for exbibition 
purposes or uses it for his personal 
pleasure to avoid having to buy a 
Wright machine. It is to our interest 
to encourage all experimental work. 
‘Choking the art’ is furthest from our 
minds. If we can keep the other fel- 
lows who have infringed our patents 
from taking all the cream there'll be 
more butter made in the end.” 

He epitomized the hopes and inten- 
tions of himself aud his brother by 
saying .that the formation of the 
Wright company would enable them 
to do the experimental kind of tying 
they did at Kitty Hawk, N. C., before 
1905. 

“Our work from now on will be ex- 
perimental—in the laboratory and in 
the air,” he said. “Since 1905 we have 
been so busy catching trains. so to 
speak, that, in a bronud sense, we were 
able then to do as well as we are able 
to do now. We think we can improve 
on our machine uow that we shall 
have the time. Increased safety. add- 
ed carrying capacity and one or two 
things that I am not at liberty to 
speak of are in prospect.”

Before it was thus revised, the El- 
kins resolution, which now becomes 
the official guide of the inquiry, was 
limited in its scope, nor has that 
scope been broadened by the finance 
committee except as to food stuffs. 
The committee is authorized to in- 
quire oniy into the increase in prices 
of meat, grain, provisions, rents, 
cotton, wool, clothing, lumber, coal, 
iron, ofl, brick and cement. The in- 
quiry will thus touch no manufactured 
| article except clothing, brick and ce- 
ment. The committee believes, how- 
ever, that these articles are funda- 
mental and the list large enough to 
give opportunity to answer the popu- 
lar query as to the high prices of ne- 
cessities. 

By the use of the words “tariff or 
| other legiglation of congress,” the 
committee makes it possible, if it is 
so minded, to conduct an important 
inquiry as to the cost to the peo- 
ple of the Roosevelt administration. 
Among the most important laws put 
through by Roosevelt are the inter- 
state commerce, food and drugs and 
meat inspection Economists 
have suggested that these laws iney- 
Itably would operate to increase 
prices, and if the committee is curi- 
ous to learn whether or not the proc- 

ss has begun it has the legal author- 
tty to find out. The expenses of all 
government administration increased 
enormously through the Roosevelt up- 
lift laws, and some senators are in- 
clined to believe that an opportunity 
has come to indulge in a little study 
for political uses.

RACING POPULAR

Devotees of the Unique Craft 
Increasing Every Year. 


— 


HOW THE BOAT IS UTILIZED. 


Can Be Used For Business and Sport- 
ing Purposes—Some of the Novel 
Sights Furnished by These Remark- 
able Craft. 


By TOMMY CLARK. 

While ice yachtsmen, skaters and 
other sportsmen who enjoy and de- 
light in the fact that a glassy surface 
covers the water are helping to make 


sport history, the devotees of ice 
scooters are having their innings. 


There is perhaps no more healthy or 
heartening sport tian that afforded by 
“ice scootering,” which is exceptivn- 
ally good on many lakes and rivers 
where the cold weather holds sway, 
and especially on the Great South bay, 
New York. The ice scooter is essential-

ly a New York creation and notwith- 
standing the few years in which it has 
been known has attained a remarkable 
stage development. While neither a 
yacht nor anu {fceboat, its ingenious 
construction is such that it combines 
the advantages of both and travels 
with equal facility on ice and in water. 

The craft, which is twelve to sixteen 
feet in length, carries a sail and jib, 
while two long steel runners are fas- 
tened to the bottom, which ts shaped 
like a spoon. It can be steered either 
by a rudder, consisting of a long pole 
earrying a sharp edged runner, or by 
the jib, the latter method, although 
requiring more skill, being preferable, 
as it admits of greater speed being at- 
tained. 

The scooter is valuable both for 
business and sporting purposes. In the 
former capacity it is extensively em- 
ployed by the members of the Smith 
Beach (N. Y.) life saving stations, who, 
regardless of ice floes or open water, 
are enabled speedily and safely to 
cross the ten miles of bay to their 
mainland homes. Before the appear- 
ance of the scooter they were com- 
pelled to remain for weeks at a time 
on the beach owing to the impractica- 
bility of crossing the bay in catboats 
in wintry weather. 

The scooter is also utilized in visit- 
ing vessels which may have become 
caught in the ice offshore and which > 
would be inaccessible by any other | 
method. Food and fuel are often car- 
ried to some skipper who has been 
unfortunate enough to become _ ice- 
bound and but for the assistance which 
the scooter enables the life savers to 
afford would be threatened with 
freezing or starvation. 

It is a pretty sight to watch a 
scooter after traveling at full speed 
over the frozen surface of the bay 
plunge into open water, cutting a fur- 
row across it and emerging on the sur- 
face of the ice again on the other side. 
Owing to the great sail area carried, 
the scooters on entering the water 
with a heavy wind are exceedingly dif- 
ficult to handle. 

The owning of the champion scooter 
is regarded as a great honor among 
the Long Island bay men, and every 
year new craft are built by the rival 
competitors for that distinction. 

Sportsmen, particularly the more 
venturesome ones, employ the scooter 
for visiting air holes, where the wild 
fowl congregate. Hunting grounds ten 
or twelve miles away which would be 
otherwise inaccessible may be reached 
in less than half an hour by the scoot. 
er, which also answers admirably the 
purpose of a blind.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Feb. 11.— 
That there are more than half a dozen 
men not insane incarcerated in the 
Matteawan asylum for the criminal 
insane is the remarkable statement 
contained in a report just made pub- 
lic by Dr. Robert B. Lamb, which 
has been forwarded to the _ state 
prison commissioner. 

This unusual! statement is borne out 
by Lamb's assistant, Dr. Baker, who 
also declares that there are patients 
in Matteawan hospital who have poth- 
ing the matter with them. He added, 
however, that Harry Thaw was not 
one of the “notable criminals” refer- 
red to by Lamb. 

“A skilled psychiatrist,” Lamb as- 
serts, “might have examined any of 
these men on the day of admission 
and found no symptoms of actual 
mental disease. He might have made 
continual examinations at any time 
during their residence at the hospital; 
his results would have been equally 
negative.” 

Dr. Lamb contends that he should 
either have the right to inform the 
court of his opinion as to whether the 
man is insane or not or the court it- 


self should make supplemental in- 
quiry relative to the patient. He 
says: 


“In the eyes of the law these men are 
lunatics, but the hospital physicians 
detect no actual lunacy and we know 
they are not insane, yet, as superin- 
tendent, I am not provided by any 
provision of law with the authority 
to inform the court of my opinion and 
the poor devils stay here year in and 
year out. 

“To secure a court action in such a 

case, where it is necessary to certify 
that recovery is complete, the as- 
sumption is that an actual change 
has taken place—something which in 
fact is not so.” 
Lamb takes the stand that the 
question is an important one and that 
his position should be either strength- 
destroyed. He believes he 
should have the right to inform the 
court of his opinion as to whether the 
man is insane or not. In concluding 
his report Lamb asks:

Husband of Swope’s Niece 
Charged With Murder

Kansas Ciy, Feb. 11.—As a climax 
to the lengthy investigation of the 
mysterious death of Coloned Thomas 
H. Swope on Oct. 3, 1909, Dr. D. C 


Hyde, husband of the late million- 
aire’s niece, was arrested here, 
charged with the murder of the 


philanthropist. 

The warrant upon which the arrest 
was made was issued at the request of 
Attorney Paxton, executor of the 
Swope estate, with the endorsement 
of the prosecutor. Murder in the 
first degree is charged. The warrant 
says that Hyde, with felonious in- 
tent administered strychnine to Swope 
on the day of his death. 


Dr. 
out demanding to hear the warrant 
read. From here the party went to 


Independence, Mo., where Hyde was 
arraigned before Justice Loar. The 
physician pleaded not guilty. 

He was released on a bond of $50,- 
000. His preliminary hearing was set 
for Feb. 17. 

Prosecutor Conkling originally plan- 


ned to have the bond fixed at $25,- 
000. But Hyde's attorneys had ar- 
ranged for a $50,000 surety and as 


they expressed a willingness to give 
this amount it was accepted. 
The calmest man in the justice's of- 


fice in Independence was’ Hyde. 
While attorneys were busy making 
out the papers in the case, he sat 
near County Marshal Mayes, who 
made the arrest, and réad a paper, 
describing the developments in the 
ease. As soon as the bond was ac- 


cepted Hyde hurried home in an auto- 
mobile. 

By dismissing his libel suit for $60,- 
000 against Attorney Paxton, Dr. 
Frank L. Hall and Dr. Edward J. 
Stewart, Hyde removed himself from 
the range of the attorneys who have 
been using every legal means known 
to them to get his depositions in the 


case. One suit for $100,000 is still 
pending against Paxton. It alleges 
slander.

Boston, Feb. 12.—Governor Draper 
sent a special message to the legisla- 
ture on the Southbridge Savings bank 
defalcations, urging that the auditing 
of the books of Massachusetts savings 
banks, in which are deposited $1,- 
222,000,000 of the people’s money, be 
placed in the direct control of the 
bank commissioner's department. 

By inference, he blamed the trus- 
tees of the Southbridge Savings bank 
for having permitted defalcations of 
more than $400,000. He declared in 
effect that the present system of ex- 
amining banks ts insufficient to prevent 


great frauds. 
It had been expected that the gov- 
ernor might have something to say 


of 
to 


about the offer the Southbridge 
trustees settle with deposi- 
tors at 85 cents on a dollar. The of- 
fer has been approved by Bank Com- 
missioner Chapin. Governor Draper 
realizes, it is said, that this inderse- 
ment may be made a campaign issue 
this fall. He does not, however, 
mention the Chapin proposition in his 
message.

It 
is entirely the sponsibility of the 
trustees. The bank commissioner 
only prescribes the extent to which 
the books shall be audited by the 
bank’s themselves. The Southbridge 
trustees, he said, reported that the 
had made such examination. 

“Defaleation would be difficult if the 
trustees had the proper audit the 
governor declared. “If not, wrong- 
doing is easy.” 

The governor takes strong ground 
in behalf of Bank Commissione 
Chapin’s recommendation that the au- 
diting of the accounts, as well as the 
examination of assets, etc., should 


be in charge of the bank commission- 
er’s department. 

“If this were so,” says the mes- 
sage, “an examinativn- would be made 
more thorough and practical in its re-‘ 
sults than at the present time, and 
defaleations would be extremely dif- 
ficult. I believe that proper auditing 
of savings banks and _ co-operative 
banks should be under the direction 
of the bank commissioner. I further 


believe that the expense of such au- 
diting should be borne by the institu- 
tions for which it is done.”

House Naval Committee Dis- 
plays Decided Objection 


Washington, Feb. 12 Commander 
Peary will not be rewarded by promo- 
tion in the navy for his discovery of 
the North Pole, if a sub-committee 
of the house committee on naval af- 
fairs can prevent such legislation. 

The committee voted unanimously 
to report adversely the Hale bill 
creating Peary a senior rear admiral 
in the navy; the Allen, which is simi- 
lar to the Hale bill, and declined to 
consider a suggestion by Secretary 
Meyer that Peary be retired as a civil 
engineer with the rank of rear ad- 
miral. 

Secretary Meyer's opposition to the 
Allen bill was that it would take 
Peary from the staff and make him a 
line officer senior to such naval vet- 
erans as “Bob” Evans. He _ would 
favor a bill, he which would re- 
tire Peary as a rear admiral, provid- 
ed he remained a staff officer. The 
sub-committee was not willing to con- 
even this proposition and re- 
ported to the full committee that 
Peary is not entitled to any reward at 
all. The two bills either will be 
tabled in the committee or the Hale 
bill will be reported adversely to the 
house with the recommendation that 
it lie on the table.

frock is really a mutter of much im- 
portance. As a matter of fact, we 


have advanced a good deal since it was | 


sufficient to make a house costume of 
a cloth skirt and a shirt waist. It 
took the woman world rather more 
thap a decade to discover the truth of 
the matter in this shirt waist and 
skirt business. It was supposed popu- 
larly to be the most convenient house 
wear possible. Now, bowever, a differ- 
ent opinion prevails. 

It is the fad now to find in the one 
piece house gown the most convenient 
garment ever devised. As it is devel- 
oped today it is made without a boned 
lining. It is held in place oy a three 
inch fitted girdle of belting. There is 
a body lining of soft china silk, which 
keeps the cloth from rubbing against 
the skin. The skirt is quite short, fre- 
quently very short, and the neck is 
finished with a wide Peter Pan collar 
of lace or embrojdery. Those who 
cannot make up their minds to part 
with the stock have chemisettes and 
lower sleeves made of lace, 
mull. These are mounted on a thin 
white muslin waist which is fitted. but 
not boned. Never make the mistake 
of believing that a chemisette can be 


pinned into a frock so that it will be | 


satisfactory. 

The blouse part of this frock is 
draped or folded or arranged in tucks 
or small plaits. The fastening is usu- 
ally in the back, except in the case of 
the frocks that are fastened at the 
left side of the front. The sleeves are 
made long and are entirely of the ma- 
terial or have a lower half sleeve of 
tucked net or other contrasting mate- 
rial. 

The skirt is cut with a slightly high 
waist and is joined to the blouse un- 
der a fitted band of the material or a 
girdle of soft satin sloping upward un- 
der the arms toward the middle of the 
back.

RUN A FARM, 


TO = WHOM COD 


HATH JOINED 


New York Central Buys Rundown The Course of Events After They 


Property For Demonstration. 


——_—_ 


INCREASED YIELD ITS OBJEGI 


Practical Experiments to Be Made on 
a Farm at West Bergen, N. Y.—Crop: 
of Potatoes, Cabbage, Alfalfa and 
Wheat to Be Raised to Encourage 
Husbandry. 


Not content with merely showing 
how two blades of grass can be grow1 
Where only one has grown before 
but to show how to produce four ot 
five bushels of potatoes where onls 
one has been obtained before and oth 
er produce in proportion, the New 
York Central railroad has purchased 
the first of the demonstration farms 
it will establish throughout the state 
of New York. 

This is the first step in a compre 
hensive campaign for agricultural ex 
tension which has for its purpose tlhe 
education of the farm 
how the greatest yield at the greatest 
profit can be obtained. William C 
Brown, president of the New York 
Central; James J. Hill and other rail 
road men have been foremost amoung 
the advocates of the movement for 
the increase of the yield of farm prod 
ucts, Which would alike increase the 
protits of the farmer and decrease the 
cost of living. 

The raising of potatoes will illus 
trate what is sought to be accomplish 
ed. The average yield an acre in New 
York state is SS bushels, and in Ger 
many, Belgium and at Britain it 
is 250 bushels. Experiments in New 
York state have shown it is possible 
to increase the yield to 300 and 
bushels an acre, but if the yield could 
have been increased to 225 bushels 
on the crop of 1908 more than $52. 
000,000 would have been added to the 
bank accounts of the farmers. 

To Build Up Rundown Farms. 

The first farm property obtained by 
the railroad is in Monroe county, a few 
rods from the station at West Bergen 
It is a so called rundown farm, and 
it is proposed to show by practical ex 
ample Low, with a reasonable expendi 
ture, by fertilization and 
eultivation the farm cap be made pref 
itable. There will be 
scientific experimental farm, but com

and the co-operation of the farmers of 
the neighborhood is invited. 

This is one of three farms which the 
railroad will establish. One will be in 
the Mohawk valley and the third will 
be on the western slope of the Adiron 
dacks. When the farms are dey 
to the highest degree of efficiency they 
will be sold and the railroad will start 
in to build up other rundown farms. 

T. E. Martin of West Rush. N. Y. 
will Lave charge of the Central’s new 
enterprise. He is a practical fa 
and when he took his Genesee valley 
furm several years ago it was yi: 
sixty bushels of potutves an acre. By 
common sense methods he brought thi 
yield to SOY bushels. The farms will 
be put in charge of practical farmers 
if possible those who have takeu one 


eloped 


or two courses in agricultural coileges 
Four Crops to Be Develcped. 

On the West Bergen farm, I 
a “less than average” farm, efforts will 
be concentrated to develop its four 
present crops—potatoes, cabbage, alfal 
fa and wheat. Experiments will be 
conducted with and without fertilizers 
and spraying, so as to show the great 
est possible cash yield in proportion to 
actual expenditure. 

The railroad company is anxious 
that the experiment not be re- 
garded as faddish or extravagant, and 
the expenditures will be within reach 
of the average farmer. The purpose 
of the railroads is to point the way to 
the farmers of the particular section 
in which the demonstration farms are 
located. Neither does the railroad com- 
pany assume that it is inspired by an 
altruistic motive in making this test. 

May Be Tried by Other Lines. 


“Prosperous farmers zlong cur lines 


whi 


shall 


would meau increased trattic,”” said Mr. 
Browu in discussing the new plan. 
“There is no altruism about that. It 


.eans that it is good business for the 
railrcad to do all it can to increase the 
preducts of the farm and better farm- 
ing conditions. If the railroad by 
moderate expense and thought 
make these conditions radically better 
for the farmer it is plainly in its 
own interest to do so. That is why 
we have planued the three farm sta 
tions in New York state. 

Mr. Brown admits that he is an en- 
thusiast on the subject and believes 
that the movement will be continent 
wide in its scope. The results of the 
experiments will be carefully watched 
and tabulated, and if the results are 
at all like what the railroad antici- 
pates it is believed that other lines in 
all parts of the United States will take 
up the work as a practical business 
plan for increasing trafiic. 

The experiment is of particular in- 
terest to all the peopie now in view 
of the agitation over the present high 
price of food. Experts have declared 
that the most reasonable remedy and 
perhaps the only one for the high 
prices is the increase in the production 
of agricultural products, and as there 
Is little chance for this increase 
through irzcreased acreage it must be 
by more intelligent methods and along 
the lines proposed by the New York 
Central.

tained. He also holds that there are 
too many labels for the average pur- 
chaser to keep in mind, though he 
does uot quite approve of a universal 
label, and adds: 

“Wherever I hare traveled. and this 
is particularly true among the farm 
ers, | have been met continuously with 
a criticism of the large number and 
entire lack of similarity of labels that 
are now used. ‘To individuals that 1 
have met I have been able to explain 
the situation to their satisfaction. he 
public. however, can and do excuse 
themselves from patronizing union 
label goods. assigning as a reason the 
great multiplicity of labels and that 
they do uot know what is genuine and 
1 do not believe 
that it is possible, uor do I believe tha: 
it is advisable, for the different organ- 
izations of the country. through the 
medium of the federation. to adopt a 
universal label. The reasons for this 
are numerous and have been gone over 
so many times that I will not attempt 
to repeat any of them. 1 do betieve, 
however, that it is possible for all Ja- 
bels to bear some uniform design, and 
I can’t think of anything better and 
more appropriate than to have every 
union with a label use the seal of the 
American Federation of Labor or the 
Allied Printing Trades council in coy 
nection with its label, or both.”

All in all, 
the Detroit Bowling Tournament com- 
pany will have spent somewhere be- 
tween $12,000 and $15,000 before the 
doors are opened Feb, 26. Then there 
will be thirty pin boys, thirty scorers 
and a large crew of other workers em- 
ployed for the seventeen days which 
the tournament will run, all of whom 
must be paid good wages. 

But this is only a start on what It 
costs the bowlers of the country to 
conduct the tournament, 

From present indications the entry 
list will reach 450 five-man teams, 
coming from as far east as Montreal 
and Brooklyn, on the south Mobile, 
and Denver and St. Paul on the west 
and northwest. These men will spend 
from $30,000 to $40,000 in railroad fare 
and probably twice that amount while 
in the city of Detroit, for bowlers are 
liberal when out on their annual jaunt. 


From forty to fifty newspaper corre- 
spondents attend the annual tourna- 
ments and remain the entire three 
weeks. 


To the person who is not a bowler it 
seems almost incredible to state that 


these enthusiasts do all this to go 
after cash prizes, and that their own 
money. The pot in Detroit will be 


something like $30,000, and every cent 
of this is put up by the bowlers them- 
selves in entry fees. 

Detroit and Michigan have many 
thousand bowlers who have been un- 
able in the past to attend this big In- 
ternational event, that state will 
undoubtedly turn out large. 

The low railroad rate made, one and 
one-half fare for the round trip, will 
greatly assist in increasing the attend 
ance in Detroit. Other cities that will 
run special trains are Milwaukee, Lou- 
isville, St. Louis, Indianapolis and To- 
routo. 

Washington and St. Paul both prom 
ise to turn out the largest crowds they 
have ever sent to an American bow!l- 
ing congress tournament. 

From these facts and figures some 
idea can be formed of what it means 
to Detroit to have the tenth interna- 
national tournament, which opens Feb. 
26 and closes March 15. 

Detroit bowlers worked hard to land 
this tournament, campaigning at St. 
Louis and Cincinnati before being suc- 
cessful at Tittsburg last Iebruary; 
also many Detroit bowlers have done 
much good and effective work during 
the last few months to make the event 
a success, raising money and creating 
local enthusiasm as well as handling 
the general preparations,

COMET’S POISONOUS TAIL. 


Yerkes Observatory Finds Cyanogen In 
Spectrum of Halley’s Comet.

Cyanogen is a very deadly potson, a 
grain of its potassium salt touched to 
the tongue being sufficient to 
instant death, In the uncombined 
state it is a bluish gas very similar 
in its chemical behavior to chlorine 
and extremely poisonous. It is char 
acterized by an odor sitmilar to that of 
almonds. ‘he fact that cyanogen is 
present in the comet has been com- 
municated to Camille Flammarion and 
many other astronomers and is 
ing much discussion as to the probable 
effect on the earth should it 
through the comet’s tail. Professor 
Mlammarion is of the opinion that the 
eyanogen iinpregnate the 
atmosphere and possibly suuff out all 
life on the planet, 

Only once, as far as known, has the 
earth passed directly through the tall 
of a comet, and at that time no un

The Syracuse chamber, while 
it has no official motto, favors “Syra- 
cuse spells success,” at times using 
current slang for its purpose in “If 
you're in Syracuse you're in right.” 
Schenectady boasts that it “lights 
and hauls the world,” which is more 
inviting than its invitation to “Ske- 
daddle for Schenectady.” Two cities 
popular for conventions use the same 


form in more euphonious language— 
“Come to Columbus” and “Steer for 
Springfield.” Walla Walla carries 


alliteration a degree further in “What 
Walla Walla wants is you." El Paso 
advises succinetly “El Paso the pass; 
don’t pass El Paso.” 

The slogan which indicates growth 
and prosperity is more popular. ‘That 
reminder to all tourists of its remarka- 
ble advance in population, “*Wateb Ta- 
coma grow,” is probably the best 
known of all city mottoes. Dayton 
calls itself “The city of 1,000 facto- 
ries.” Oklahoma City boasts that it is 
“the fastest growing city in the fast- 
est growing state.’ Chattanooga calls 
itself “The city that pays dividends.” 
Augusta, Ga., does its northern rival 
houvor in detining itself as “the Lowell 
of the south.” “In Kalamazoo,” they 
tell us, “we do,” and the Kansas capi- 
tal does a bit of punning in “Topeka, 
Kan., Topeka will.” “You'll like ‘Ta- 
coma” was so graceful and inviting a 
phrase that other cities have adopted 
it with only change in name. 


UNCLEAN SCHOOLROOMS. 


They Are a Constant Menace to the 
Lives of Children. 

No parent, school board or law has 

the right to compel childreu to go toa 

school that gives them diseases that 


may permanentiy undermine their 
health or manufacture physical de- 
fects. So important did one school 


principal consider protection from con- 
tagious diseases that he had a culture 
taken of every child's throat before it 
came to school. ‘Those in whose 
mouths were the germs of diphtheria, 
tuberculosis, etc., were excluded not 
because they were sick, but because 
they were able to infect other chil- 
dreu. This prevented an epidemic in 
that school for the first time in its 
history. Mothers, if you find that 
proper precautions are not taken to 
protect your children from contagious 
diseases and physical defects, keep 
them out of school. Arouse other 
mothers to do likewise and to interest 
or coerce your health board, school 
board, physicians and council to pro- 
vide an examining physician, a school 
nurse and a sanitary schoolhouse.—De 
lineator. 


Help For Their Old Home Town. 

There are several groups of country 
born big business men in New York 
who have formed country clubs to 
meet once a year, talk over old times 
in the towns and villages they came 
from and the good or betterment of 
the old home place. Among these are 
men like Hon. Seth Low, James G.

May Reveal Fate of Missing 


Government Tug Nina 


Washington, Feb. 15.—The search 
of the United States navy and revenue 
cutter service for the naval tug Nina 
and her crew of thirty-two men is 
being continued with grim fidelity. 

Not a trace of the little craft has 
been found and the only ray of hope 
is found in the absence of any reports 
of wreckage in the broad expanse of 
water from Norfolk to Boston. 

Even this hope is discounted by the 
fact that the vessel, being of steel 
construction, may have gone suddenly 
to the bottom of the. sea before the 
crew had time to launch a boat or 
displace a life preserver. 

The fate of the crew is all a mat- 
ter of conjecture and the hope to 
which officials cling is that they were 
picked up by some passing vessel not 
yet spoken by the searching squadron. 
It is possible that they may be aboard 
, @ foreign-bound steamer and have not 
yet been transferred. 

The government is pushing 
search with all possible speed 
thoroughness and will continue 
work until all hope is abandoned. 

The navy department has ordered 
the fast scout cruiser Salem, which 
searching the Virginia Capes, to 
proceed to Winter Quarter and Fen- 
wick island lightships, a little above 
Hog island, off the Virginia shore, to 
explore the waters in that vicinity. 
The action was taken as a result of 
word from Baltimore that the steam- 
ship Howard sighted the Nina at 
noon, Feb. 6, nine miles southeast of 
Hog island, which is just below the 
lightships toward which the Salem has 
been sent.

Lawyers and others who have busi- | 


ness at the district court are all in 
favor of the passage of the bill now 
before the legislature, authorizing the 
County Commissioners to erect a 
county court house in Quimcy. The 
present quarters, while the best that 
the local court has ever had, are in- 
adequate for the needs of the court. 
All of the officers of the court are 
cramped for room and the arrange- 
ment of the present rooms are not 
What they should be. 

For instance the office of the judge 
is in the front 
and’ when he desires to enter court 
he must pass throught the main cor- 
ridor which is often crowded with 
people who desire to attend the ses- 


sion. This is not only unpleasant 
but undignified for the judge. His 
office should be so located that he 


may enter directly into the court room 
from it. 

Then again the office of the clerk 
is none too large ,although an addi- 
tional room was connected with his 
office a short time ago. The oftice of 
the probation officer is not 
as it should be for the re is no ‘privacy 
for him. If he desires to confer with 
an officer of the court or a prisoner 
committed to his care, he must do so 
in the presence of others, if he 
clears the room, pratically every- 
thing he has to say can be theard by 
the general public in the corridor. 

Still anothcr great objection to the 
present court the fact ‘that 
unless one stands near the wit- 
ness testifying it is nearly impossible 
to hear what he is saying. Added to 
the poor hearing qaulities is the 
noise, especially during the summer 
that come from the street. 

These are only a few of the many 
arguments that can be brought for- 
ward in favor of the bill. The Board 
of Trade who instigated the movement 
for the new court building have 
called a special meeting for tonight 
and has extended invitations to local 
members of the bar, the City Coun- 
cil and others to attend, that plans 
may be made to have a strong argu- 
ment put up at the hearing before 
the legislative committee on Coun- 
ties on Wednesday at the State House.

This winter will no doubt be long 
remembered among the ice yachtsmen 
as unusual, for the absence of much 
snow and the thickness of ice on all 
inland lakes enabled the ice regattas 
to be held frequently. ‘To the enthui- 
asts, and they are many, keenest suf- 
fering comes from the fickle elements, 
which one day promise a perfect condi- 
tion of wind and ice and the next day 
bury hopes in snow and calm.

ception of the appearance of an ice- 
bout. Save for the tall masts and 
sails it bears little resemblance to the 
ordinary yacht. The body of the boat 
is shaped like a cross with the top 
part forward, ‘The beam is barely 


wide enough to bear a couple of fig- | 


ures lying at length. 

On the underside extends a long run- 
ber, where is usually the keel in a 
sailboat. The ends of the cross arm 
are shod with steel runners about a 
yard in length. The rudder acts on 
the same plan as that of the ordinary 
bout, but is also re-enforced with a 
stee! runner, which cuts into the ice 
in swinging the yacht around. 

Once started, the boat travels very 
easily, even in a moderate breeze. Its 
course is a series of leaps through the 
air, in each of which the boat rises 
several inches from the ice and shoots 
through the air like a flying machine 
The return to the ice is so even and 
easy that there is not the slightest 
jar. It is this continual rising and 
falling at high speed which make ice? 
yachting so attractive. 

With all its so called dangers ice 
yachting has a fascination that cannot 
be denied, and it is a glorious pastime. 
With the racers wrapped in warm 
elothing and speeding faster and fast- 
er, with the air full of electric sparks 
nnd the ice sparkling ahead, the glow 
lug cheeks and flashing eyes of the 
participants in this sport attest its 
wholesomeness. ‘lo steer in a bitter 
wind and to stand on the windward 
side of an iceboat is one of the joys 
of life. F 

For some boats records of a mile a 
minute are easy, while in a heavy 
wind, with perfect ice, two miles a 
minute have been accomplished. In 
fact, there is a wonderful record on 
the books of five-eighths of a mile in 
15 seconds, or at the rate of a wile in 
24 seconds, two and a half miles in a 
minute, faster than any autonopile or 
other machine has over annihilated 
space.

WAY TO STOP FOOD CORNERS 


Time Limit on Stored Articles Sug- 
gested In the Illinois Legislature. 
Senator Edward J. Glackiu, 2 Demo 

crat, introduced a resolution recentls 

in the Illinois legislature which de- 
clares that cold storage houses have 
been instrumental in giving the trusts 
the power to corner the foodstuffs of 
the United States by storing and cor 
nering them and keeping them out of 
the markets until prices have risen. 

The resolution suggests a law pro 
viding that every article of food plac 
ed in cold storage shall bear a date of 
entry, that no foodstuffs sball be al 
lowed to remaip in storage more than 
four months or it shall be condemned 
by the state food commissioners and 
that the cornering of foodstuffs shal 
be made a penal offense. 

The resolution also urged the ap 


pointment of a committee of five seuar 


tors aud five representatives to itfves 
tigate the methods of the cold storage 
houses throughout the state of Illinois 
and report to the next general assem 
bly and to present the draft of a bill 
regulating them.

INDIFFERENCE 


IS DISPLAYED 


To Principal Measures Advocat- 


ed by President Taft 


Washington, Feb. 16.—Startling 
and unexpected is the condition of af- 
fairs that confronts President Taft ia 
Washington when, after making one 
of the best speeches of his life in New 
York, he finds his program for legis- 
lation at a standstill, instead of be- 
ing spurred on to a rapid fulfillment, 
as was thought to be the natural re- 
sult of the universal commendation 
evoked by his utterances at the Lin- 
coln day banquet of the New York 
Republican club. 

The Alaskan bill is lost in the sen- 
ate unless President Taft can come 


| successfully to its rescue. The Demo- 
)erats are lined solidly against it, and 


when Senator Beveridge, chairman of 
the committee on territories, tried to 
advance it by the adoption of agreed 
amendments, he found so many Re- 
publicans critical of the legislation 


; that he could make very little head- 


way. 

A solid opposition to the bill in the 
Republican ranks is forming, on the 
proposition that the provisions of the 
bill are obnoxious to 90 percent of 
A direct ap- 
peal has been made to Taft to use his 
influence in behalf of the legislation, 
and it has been intimated to him 
strongly that if he docs not, the 
measure will fail. 

This is only one of several admin- 
istration measures which are seeing 
dark days. The Root amendment to 
the postal stavings bank bill, now that 
its full force is appreciated, has made 
the passage of this legislation ex- 
tremely doubtful. The far-sighted 
men of congress are likely to oppose 
postal banks unless the money shall 
be used primarily for the purchase of 
government bonds; while Senator 
Carter, in charge of the bill, finds 
the ground from under him 
by the opposition to prevent the postal 
funds from going into the coffers of 
local banks. This situation threatens 
a serious deadlock. 

The prospects of the statehood bills 
are menaced also by the action of the 
senate in placing the Alaskan bill 
ahead of them. These bills always 
have required much time for their 
consideration and if the time is short- 
ened by delay, they are in danger of

| failing altogether, as in the past. 


The peculiarity of the situation is 
the strange indifference of the sena- 
to the administration measures. 
Chairmen complain that they repeat- 
edly fail to secure quorums of the 
committees to which the bills have 
been referred. Discussion thus lags 
and progress is impossible. The 
crash of the big stick is not even an 
echo now, much less a stinging bruise, 
and apathy, temporarily at least, is 
giving place to enthusiasm. Judging 
by the talk of some statesmen, the 
president's chief hope lies in his be- 
coming aroused and insisting upon 
action.

Proposes Giving Gold Medal 
and Thanks of Congress 


Washington, Feh. 16.—A_ Dill to 
give Civil Engineer Peary, the dis- 


coverer of the North Pole, a gold 
medal and the thanks of congress, 
was introduced in the house by Rep- 
resentative Butler (Pa.), chairman of 
the sub-committee on naval affairs, 
which a few days ago reported ad- 
versely on a measure which had 


passed the senate to retire Peary with | 


the rank of senior rear admiral. 

This action by Butler followed a 
meeting of the full committee on naval 
affairs, which endorsed the action of 
the sub-committee {n declining to 
recommend the discoverer for the 
rank of rear admiral, but which re- 
ferred the whole matter back to the 
sub-committee with instructions to 
consider it further. 

At the next meeting of the 
committee the Butler bill will receive 

| a favorable report, and the proposi- 
/ tion to give Peary a gold medal and 
the thanks of congress will then be 
approved by the full committee and 
go before the house of representatives 
for action. 
approved by that body without ma- 
terial opposition. 

It: was pointed out by members of 
the naval committee that even Peary’s 
Warmest admirers and most intimate 
friends should consider the action 
proposed by the Butler bill as sub- 
stantial recognition, inasmuch as the 
thanks of congress carries with it the 
privilege of the floor of the house to 
the recipient and, in the case of a 

| naval officer, adds ten to the 
period during which he may receive 
the pay of an officer on the active list.

E. Peary Lecause Captain Burtlett, 
master of the Roosevelt, did not ac- 
company him to the pole Lawyer 
Charles J. Nichols of Portland, Me., 
announced the other day that the cap- 
tain had given him this written state. 
ment signed by him Selling forth his 
view of the situation: 


There have been brought to my attention

commenting on the fact that 1 did not 
accompany Commander Peary to the 
north pole. Some even go so far as to 


interpret this as a cause for rivalry be- 
tween the English and American nations 

1 want to Say that this was an Ameri- 
can expedition, fitted out by American 
citizens with American capital, under the 
command of an American explorer, and 
its success depended entirely upon him in 
whose charge the expedition set out. 

From his years of experience itn arctic 
work he worked out a definite plan, and 
it is my judgment that had this plan been 
changed the pole would not have been 
reached. The four supporting parties were 
neecssary, and {it Was distinctly under- 
stood at the outset that each one of the 
leaders of these supporting parties should 
turn back at a certain point. Each party, 
consisting of one white man and four 
Eskimos, did the work for which tt was 
best fitted on the sledge journey. For ali 
to gO On Was impossible for several rea- 
sons, such as the additional loss of dogs, 
consumption of food and possible exhaus- 
tion of the individual members. 

i was much pleased when Commander 
Peary selected me for the fourth or last 
supporting party, and | started out know 
ing that whén | got beyond the eightr- 
seventh parallel I should lead back that 
supporting party. That | should be given 
this honor was very gratifying to me, ana 
i never for a moniént had any idea that i 
Was going to the pole. 

Through the entire sledge trip every 
man did his@uty as assigned to him. and 
not one in the entire parity have | ever 
heard express any resentment or disap 
pointment. Everything was harmonious 
and | regret that some of the newspapers 
are making insinuations or attempting to 
inject rivalry between England and Amer- 
ica because 1 was a British subject. 

All honor should be given Commande: 
Peary for his almost superhuman endur- 
ance of twenty-three yeurs of persistent 
effort, and | for one am fully satisfied it 
I aided such a man in any degree to ac- 
complish this task. In all of his utter- 
ances and writings Commander Peary has 
given me full credit for ali that 1 did,

BIG PAGEANT TO 
EXALT OLD ERIN 


reland’s Heroic Past to Be 
Shown at Chicago, 


—_—_ 


THOUSANDS ARE TO TAKE PART 


Production of One Scene Will Require 
Presence of 1,000 Persons—History of 
Ireland From Earkest Times to Be 
Portrayed in Chronicle Play. 


Announcement was made at the 
meeting of the Irish Fellowship club 
{n Chicago the other day by former 
Judge Elbridge Hanecy that “The 
Pageant of Ireland” will be produced 
at the Collseum in Chicago during the 
second week of May. While the Irisb 
Fellowship club has taken the initia- 
tive in the matter, the production, it 


was learned, will be participated in® 
,by all Irish organizations in Chicago. 


Present plans indicate, it is declar- 
ed, that not less than 2,500 men and 
women will take part in the various 
scenes, 2 production of one of them 
requiring the presence of 1,000 per 
sons. A special effort will be made 
to have present day descendants of 
old irish leaders represent their an- 
cestors In the play. 

Author Describes Plans. 

The book of the pageant is being 
written and the production directed by 
Thomas Wood Stevens, author of ‘I'he 
Pageant of the Italian Renaissance,” 
given at the Art institute last year. 
and “The Historical Pageant of Illi- 
pols,” presented at Northwestern uni- 
versity {in October, 1009. A large 
amount of material made in Ireland, 
it is said, will be imported for the 
costumes and setting. 

In speaking of the proposed produc- 
tion Mr. Stevens said: 

“The pageant will be composed of 
dramatic scenes connected and intro- 
duced by spoken interludes. It wil! 
present in this form of a chronicle play 
the great characters and events of 
Irish history and literature, from the 
coming of the Milesians (as related in 
the “Book of Iuvasions”) to the last 
marshaling of the claus in allegiance 
to Roderick O'Conor. The effort is to 
visualize the heroic past and to make 
familiar the chief figures of a great 
age in the world’s history, The set- 
ting of the pageant will be massive 
and artistically decorative, and a large 
number of persons will take part in it. 

“The pageant will be divided by an 
intermission into two parts, of which 
the first will be for the most part leg- 
endary, representiug the history and 
literature of Erin before the coming 
of Christianity, while the second part 
will deal with recorded events be- 
tween the landing of St. Patrick and 
the acceptauce of the last high king. 
The book of the pageaut is based on 
the best Irish historical authorities 
and not only follows the great events 
of the period, but suggests art the 
same time certain main stems ip the 
carefully recorded old system of Irish 
genealogy, since many of the events 
dramatized are connected with the 
fouuding of great families 

Milesian Landing Depicted. 

“The first scene will represent the 
landing of the Milesians. Shey de- 
mand the kingdom of the Tuatha de 
Danaans, but accede to the condition 
that they returu to their ships, go out 
to the ‘ninth wave’ and make their 
landing again. The sorcerers raise a 
magic storm, and the ships are scat- 
tered, in spite of which the landing is 
made, and the scus of Miledb* become 
the masters of tle islaud. 

“The uext scenes deal with the 
events of the red branch and Fenian 
eycles, and the themes are the chief 
figures and events of Irish romance— 
Cuchulain, Coucebubar, Queen Maere, 
the filght of Dierdre, Finu MacCum- 
hail aud the Feuidus. ‘This closes the 
legeudary phase. The first half ends 
with the coming of St. Patrick and 
the scene of the copresion of the 
king on Tara fill. 

“The recorded ecuthentic history is 
curried along through this period in 
the spoken interludes, ard the second 
half deals ovly with a:tual historic 
figures. The tirst scene presents St. 
Bridget, Columkill and tbe age of 
learning, the sceue closing with the 
coming of the Dunes and the sack of 
the schools which the saints have 
founded. The next great scene shows 
the abdication of Kiug Malachy and 
the acceptance of Brian Boroibme. 
This prepares for the great scene of 
the battle of Clontarf, which closes 
witb the lament for Brian's death. 
The last scec® shows the wmarshalivg 
of the vyaricus clans in allegiance to 
Roderick O'’Conor and is to be pre- 
feuted as far as possible by the repre- 
sentatives cf the claus now living in 
the city. 

“The pageant closes with a symbclic 
setting of a very impressive character 
aud a proession of all those taking 
part. The spoken interludes through- 
out will be delivered in the character 
of au ancient ollumh, or bard, and 
will make clear the historical and 
ehronologiza! relations of tbe various 
dramatic scenes. The entire book, 
both the interludes und acted scenes, 
will be in verse. and there will be an 
elaborate musical setting specialiy 
written fur the work.”

THAN PRISON 


Swindler of Women Takes Own 
Life In Plymouth Jail 


Plymouth, Mass., Feb. 19.—Willls 
L. Fowler, eonvicted last Monday af 
embezzling $1300 from Miss Mary 
Loneman and* accused of swindling 
other women under promise of mar- 
riage, committed suicide in his cell 
in Plymouth county jail. Fowler was 
to have been sentenced yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Fowler was in jail awaiting sen- 
tence. He sueceeded in inducing a 
keeper to loan him a penknife on the 
plea that he wished to trim his finger 
nails. While the keeper’s back was 
turned, Fowler plunged the knife into 
his throat. ji 

The keeper's attention was attracted 
by a gurgling sound, and he tried to 
save the prisoner’s life, but Fowler 
had inflicted such a bad cut that he 
soon bled to death. 

Dr. E. D. Hill, the medical ex- 
aminer, was called and he said Fow- 
ler had probably died almost instant- 
Iv, as both jugular vein and the wind- 
pipe were severed. 

Fowler had conducted correspon- 
dence with various women through 
@ matrimonial paper. He induced 
Mrs. Mary C. Loneman, of Quincy, 
Ilis., to part with $1300, and when 
he was tried in the Plymouth county 
superior court, Mrs. Eugene Mert- 
dith of Wilmington, Ills., and Abbie 
E. Swanton of Everett, Mass., con- 
fronted him with similar charges. 
All three claimed that Fowler got 
their confidence by means of the mat- 
rimonial correspondence and then 
took their money. 

Mrs. Loneham gave him a check 
for $300 and he raised it fo $1,600. 
They were to buy a home, 
to her plan, but the Fowler 
left her penniliess. 

Mrs. Loneman said in. court that 
she heard of Fowler through a widow 
of Quincey, who had also become 
acquainted with him through a matri- 
monial paper. She liked his letters 
photo-

graphs. 

She met him in Chicago, then re- 
turned home, and continued the cor- 
respondence. She received letters 
from. him dated Boston and Cape 
Porpoise, Me. Finally he told her 
he had established a home and asked 
her to come east. She did so, bring- 
ing bank books showing deposits of 
$1600 and $100 cash. 

Fowler said he needed $3000 to fin- 
ish his home, and she gave him the 
check, Which he subsequently raised. 

They went to Atlantic to live, but 
he kept putting off their marriage, 
and was frequently § absent. He 
eventually disappeared and Mrs. 
Loneman looked for him in Hull, 
where he had a bungalow. The po- 
lice found him in Boston as he was 
about to board a Portland boat. 

Another warrant charged him with 
the larceny of $750 from Mrs. Swan- 
ton. Deputy Chief Watts of Boston 
declared that Fowler had been im- 
posing on other women throughout 
the country under similar 
that used in the Loneman case. 

Fowler was 54 years old and quite 
distinguished in appearance. 


BUDGET OF $18,879,996 


Mayor Fitzgerald Prunes Department 

Estimates by Nearly $1,000,000 

Boston, Feb. 19.—Mayor Fitzger- 
ald yesterday afternoon sent to the 
city council an appropriation bill call- 
ing for $18,879,996.

Wade Ellis was 
attorney general of the state under the 
previous administration. Many Dem- 
ocratic papers in the state have seized 
apparent failure of the 
“trust-buster” to unearth violation of 
the law in his own state, which, as 
of the legal machinery of 
it was more or less his duty

Lest these facts give too one-sided 
a view of the Ohio political situation, 
it might be said that Ellis apparently 
is well started toward accomplishment 


of the purpose for which Taft sent 
him to Ohio.

EXCITING RIFLE PRACTICE. 


Record Scores Made Amid Mud and 
Snakes In the Philippines. 

How would you like to be out in the 
open trying to make bullseyes with a 
rifle while a typhoon was hurling dust 
and debris into your eyes and while 
dangerous snakes were making you 
their target at the same time? This 
is what the men of the United States 
navy did at Olongapa, in the Philip- 
pines, and they made record scores 
too. 

Full details of the small arm firing 
held under these difficulties have 
reached the navy department. Ensign 
J. R. Morrison, U. S. N., reporting ov 
the firing at the Olongapo range, says 
that during the practice there were 
three typhoons, during which the firing 
was kept up and instruction as to 
range and deflection corrections under 
extreme weather conditions given. 

“A more difficult range than the one 
at Olongapo for skirmish runs cannot 
be imagined,” says Ensign Morrison. 
“Often the runs had to be made 
through water ankle deep, and those 
firing were lying down in the charac- 
teristic soft red mud a couple of inches 
thick. When the ground became dry 
it was infested with snakes, and | have 
seen the timekeeper of skirmish runs 
killing snakes that were around those 
who were firing.”

Fame of American Forefathers 
Attacked In New Book. 


PATRIOTS CALLED DEGENERATE 


John Hancock a Smuggler and De- 
faulter, Samuel Adams Another 
“Ne'er-do-well,” Declares James H. 
Stark of Boston. 


James Henry Stark of Boston has 
written a book called “The Loyalists 
of Massachusetts and the Other Side 
of the American Revolution,” which 
refers to Samuel Adams and John 
Hancock as defaulters and thieves and 
classes other Revolutionary heroes as 


“ne’er-do-wells,” “degenerates” and 
“looters and betrayers of public 
trusts.” 


The book contains 500 pages and the 
statement that in Virginia the Revo- 
lutionary movement of poor white 
trash, or “crackers,” led by Patrick 
Henry, was against the planter aris- 
tocracy. It was only very slowly and 
very deliberately, Mr. Stark says, that 
Washington identified himself with 
the ‘“disunionist” cause. 


“Patrick Henry Unreliable.” 

As for Patrick Henry, Mr. Clark de- 
clares that he was one of the most 
unreliable of men. Byron called him 
a forest born Demosthenes, and Jeffer- 
son, wondering over his career, ex- 
claimed: “Where he got that torrent 
of language Is inconceivable. I have 
frequently closed my eyes while he 
spoke and when he was done asked 
myself what he had said without be- 
ing able to recollect a word of it. Mr. 
Stark also recalls the circumstance 
that Henry failed as a storekeeper 
and farmer before he said, “Give me 
liberty or give me death!” 

Samuel Adams, Mr. Stark says, was 
anotber “ne'er-do-well.” He quotes 
a letter of Adams to prove that he 
was a defaulter and as tax collector 
of Boston did not make proper re- 
turns of taxes, his bondsmen paying 
$5,000. 

In telling of the Boston massacre 
the book asserts that the patriots 
poured a “torrent of coarse and pro- 
fane abuse upon the soldiers, aston- 
ishing even in its echoes across the 
century,” while it compares the Bos- 
ton tea party with “the so called re- 
svectable mob which on the llth day

He tells how “for 
twenty years the corporation begged 
and entreated him to make restitu 
tion and even threatened to prosecute 
him, and it was only after his death, 
in 1793, that his heirs made restitution 
to the college.” 

Josiah Quincey is quoted as saying 
it “would have been grateful to pass 
over in silence the extraordinary 
course he pursued in his official rela- 
tion to Harvard college had truth and 
the fidelity ofehistory permitted.”

Lopo Gets Thirty Years Foi 
Making Counterfeit Money

Rew York, Feb. 21.—Lupo (Tie 
Wolf), reputed chief of the Black 


Hand in America; Giuseppe Morello, 
Sicilian counterfeiters in this 
country, and six of their confeder- 
ates were found guilty of making 
spuridus money, and were sentenced 
to terms of hard labor in the federal 
prison at Atlanta, varying from fif- 


teen years and $1000 fine to thirty 
years and $1000. The accumulated 
sentences and fines aggregate’ 150 
years and $7600. The sentences are 
as follows: 

Ignazio Lupo, thirty years and 


$1000 fine; Giuseppe 
five years and $1000; 
mo, eighteen years and $1000: Gio- 
vanni Calicchio, seventeen years and 
$600; Vincenzo Giglio, fifteen years 
and $1000 ; Salvatore Cina, fifteen 
years and $1000; Nicolo Svyivestro, 
fifteen vears and $1000; Antonio Ce- 
cala, fifteen years and $1000. 

Lupo, who is under sentence of 
thirty vears for murder in Italy, where 
he was tried while a fugitive from 
justice, wept copiously during his 
counsel's plea for mercy, and had to 
be supported when led from the room 
sentence. 

Calicchio collapsed in the arms of 
two marshals, sobbing: “Not just, 
not just!” Morello fainted and went 
into convulsions. All the others 
sobbed bitterly.

Saved by

But There Were Links Be- 
tween the Bird and 
the Outcome.

On either side of New York harbor, 
commanding the Narrows, is a fort. 
That on the east shore is called Fort

By the time 
he reached the fort it was long past 
reveille roll call. 

Robert was put in arrest. And what 
was his astonishment when told that 
the saloon keeper*Murphy. had been 
murdered the night before, that some 
shreds of blue uniform and several 
army buttons had been found uear 
the body and a soldier answering his 
description had been seen near the 
saloon. 

The young soldier was troubled only 
at the prospect of being reduced to the 
ranks.

Nancy Alvord, after her terror at het 
lover's position and her chagrin at 
having denied that she had been with 
him had in a measure subsided, began 
to think of some way to prove the un- 
truth of her first story. This led her 
to read carefully the newspaper ac- 
counts of the murder, and she saw 
that Murpbhy’s watch, which was 
found in his vest pocket, had stopped 
at thirty-seven minutes after 10. She 
remembered hearing a clock strike 11 
while on the car returning from the 
island. This was fixed in her mind by 
the fact that she expected a scolding 
on her return home for having stayed 
out so late. 

The civil authorities considered that 
Murphy’s watch marked the time of 
his death. The murder occurred in an 
upper room used for card playing, no 
one but the murderer aud the mur- 
dered man being present. That there 
had been a scuffle was evident from 
the shred of uniform and buttons 
picked up on the floor. The watch had 
undoubtedly stopped during this scuf 
fle. At thirty-seven minutes after 10 
on that eventful evening, with a limit 
of ten minutes either way, Robert and 
Nancy had been among the shows at 
Coney Island. They bad passed Mur- 
ply’s saloon at about twenty minutes 
past 11. Had Nancy not been handi- 
capped by ber first statement she 
could have told a perfectly straight 
story that would have tallied with the 
facts and exonerated her lover.

As the day for the trial drew near 
the result looked black for the young 
soldier.

for the accused, calling him to the 
witness stand. He asked Robert a 


number of irrelevant questions not ap- 
parently bearing on the case, requiring 
him to give long explanations. Final- 
ly the state attorney objected to the 
questioning as irrelevant, and the 
judge sustained the objection. Then 
the counsel called Nancy to the wit- 
ness stund and pursued exactly the 
same course with her till another ob- 
jection was raised and sustained. 

“Where were you.” asked the coun- 
sel of Nancy, “on the night of the 16th 
of June between 10 and 11 o'clock?” 

“At Coney Island.”

BRAVERY NOT 
THEIR FORTE 


Philadelphia Militia Retreats 
When Attacked by Mob 


Feb. 23.—Wild dis- 

probable fatalities 
marked Washington's birthday in 
Philadelphia. So vicious was the 
spirit of the strikers and their sym- 
pathizers, that a military company, 
charging with drawn 
was repulsed and roughly 


Philadelphia, 
order and three 


bayonets, 
handled. 

Three boys were shot and are ex- 
pected to die, while several received 
less severe wounds, in riots which 
followed the resumption of service by 
the Philadelphia Rapid Transit com- 
pany. The shooting occurred in at- 
tacks on cars in the northern section. 

Market street, the principal busi- 
ness street thoroughfare in the heart 
of the city, was the scene of disturb- 
ances during the entire day. Cars 
were stoned and two policemen were 
roughly handled by a mob of several 
thousand persons. A dozen arrests 
were made and the prisoners placed 
in a trolley car. This was stormed by 
the mob and two of the prisoners es- 
eaped. 

The entire corner of a barn of the 


Street railway company was blown 
away with dynamite last night and 
fifteen policemen quartered therein 


narrowly escaped death. 

Preparations were made by the au- 
thorities to call upon the entire force 
of the state militia if the police to- 
day are still unable to cope with the 
situation. 

President Murphy of the Central 
Labor union still regards a general 
strike of all trade unionists in the city 
as inevitable, although Organizer 
Pratt Is reported to be opposing the 
movement. A delegation of labor 
leaders left for Washington to ask 
Senator Penrose to use his influence 
for a peaceable solution of the 
trouble. 

It was the state fenecibles, an in- 
dependent military organization, who 
were routed by the mob. Atmed with 
loaded muskets, they were placed on 
duty in the Kensington mill district, 
a hotbed of union sympathizers. But 
the young militiamen had no terrors 
for the crowd they were detailed to 
oppose. No attention was paid to the 
drawn bayonets, but the soldiers’

Felt Responsibility. 

“It was on April 1 that I first went 
to work for the company, but it was 
no April fool joke. I had to do it, and 
I did it well, From the first day 1 
felt a respousibility to the company.

guiding thought. Work first and play 
after, but always yet enough sleep. 
has been my motto. I have been a 
hard worker, and my new responsibil 
ity, though far greater than any 1 
have previously assumed, seems n¢ 
greater than when I first went to 
work as messenger boy. I am re 
minded of those days every day I go 
home, for the first one to greet me is 
my mother. She is now cighty-three 
years of age, and we often speak of 
those days down in Navasota.” 

Mr. Brooks has four sons—Gerald, 
Gelvidere junior, Bruce and Joseph.

COAST DEFENSE 


Clifford 8. Harmon Tells How 


to Guard American Shores, 


NEED FEAR NO HOSTILE FLEET 


One Machine Can Carry Enough Ex- 
plosives to Blow a Fleet of Dread- 
noughts to Pieces, Says the Aviator. 
incidents of Trip Out to Sea. 


“With twenty such master navigators 
of the alr as the Wright brothers, Paul- 
han, Curtiss and Hamilton,” says Clif- 
ford B. Harmon of the Aero Ciub of 
America, “the United States need fear 
the approach of no hostile fleet. A 
single aeroplane can carry enough ex- 
plosives to blow a fleet to pieces, even 
a fieet of Dreadnoughts.” 

Harmon, who is a pilot of the Aero 
club, owns the spherical balloon New 
York and holds the American record 
for length of time spent continuously 
in the air. With Harmon at the levers 
the New York stayed in the air 48 
hours and 28 minutes. Its owuer re 
cently left New York for San Antonio. 
Tex., where the New York now is, to 
go after the Labn cup and the world’s 
record for continuous flying. 


Bullseye Hit Many Times. 

While attending the aviation meet in 
Los Angeles Harmon first had his at 
tention drawn to the effect aeronau 
tics would have on warfare. Vaulhan 
took him in his aeroplane twenty-six 
miles out to sea and showed him the 
terrible ease with which missiles could 
be dropped on the decks of vessels a 
thousand feet below. 

“Later on,’ says Harmon, “I wit 
nessed a series of experiments carried 
on by Captain Beck of the signal corps, 
stationed at a Golden Gate fort, assist 
ed by Glenn Curtiss. At Los Angeles 
Curtiss took Beck up 300 feet or more, 
from which height Beck threw bags of 
gravel into a square of less than 1 
feet marked in broad white lines on 
the ground beneath. Inside the square 
Was a bullseye ten feet square, and 
the gravel bags struck this an aston 
ishing number of times.” 

“How much explosive could be taken 
up in an aeroplane?” 

“Paulhan took me up, extra weight 
as high as 5,000 feet, and I weigh 185 
pounds. He told me he felt able te 
carry 250 pounds. Now, scientists are 
constantly making explositns of higher 
and higher power, and 250 pounds of 
guncotton can do some little damage. 

“Remember also the ease with whick 
the aeroplane can reload. After Paui 
han's twenty-six mile flight he came 
to earth again within ten feet of the 
place of starting. That means abso 
lute control of the airehip by the driv 
er. It means that airships can rise 
from and return to forts and defeuscs 
with little difficulty.” 

“Will Put a Stop to War.” 

Harmon was shown a dispatch fron 
Berlin stating that the kaiser and the 
ministry of war, convinced of the im 
portance of aerial navigation in war 
fare, had ordered as wany military 
officers as possible to learn to aviate 
and that Captain Engelhardt, a pupil 


of Orville Wright, had been directed 
to form a corps of experts to be dis 
tributed through the army. 

“Well, it’s only natural,” said Har 
mon, “that Germany should realize 
the importance of the airship quickly 

ith her extensive borders to protect 


nd her ultra military policy gut al 
uations will come to it sooner or later 
ind in the end, as is plain to see, the 
battleships of the air will put a stoy 
to war. There can’t be much fun for 
any one concerned when airships tug 
a ton of dynamite up in the air and 
drop it plunk on some defenseless 
town.” 
“But can’t airships be attacked ir 
rn? Can’t cannon be turned on then 
d shot be sent through their appa 
tus?” 
Not unless the airship is much 
nearer the earth than a prudent avi 
tor is likely to be at such a time. ] 
recently carried on a series of experi 
ments with my ship, the New York 
shooting at it from the ground when 
the airship was going at a fair rate 
of speed four or five hundred feet uf 
in the air. It was found impossible 
to make a hit. It fs incredibly hard 
to take and hold aim at a moving ob 
ject high In the air, and often the 
shot is spent by the time it reaches the 


altitude necessary to reach the air 
ship it is almed at. 

“When the airship enters war it 
will, I think, be found to have every 


advantage on its side. Not the least 
thing in its favor is that with a crew 
of one or two men it can take care of 
practically thousands.”

(Historical Paper No. 8.) 

A few years after the opening of the 
Neponset turnpike, the famous Ne- 
ponset hotel was erected in Quincy by 
James Brackett, says Pattee’s Histo- 
my. The lumber for its construction 
was brought form the State of Maine. 
The master-bulilder was jwlics 
Clapp of Dorchester. This hotel was 
opened to receive guests by its land- 
lord, Abraham Pierce of Koxbury, 
in 1812, by a public dinner.

Washington, Feb. 24.—It is prob- 
able that Commander Peary will have 
to submit proefs of his discovery of 
the North Pole to the house commit- 
tee on naval affairs before that com- 
mittee reports any one of the several 
bills intended to officially recognize 
the explorer as the discoverer of the 
North Pole. : e 

This was decided upon at a meet- 
ing of the committee, and the sub- 
committee having charge of the Peary 
bills adopted a. resolution calling upon 
the secretary of commerce and labor 
to submit any official reports made by 
Peary or any proofs to substantiate 
his. claim. 

The position is taken by the sub- 
committee members that they have nc 
first-hand knowledge that Peary act- 
ually reached the Pole, that the sev- 
eral bills introduced in congress are 
based on “general reports” and that 
they must have official proof of Pearvy's 
achievement before they are willing t 
approve any legislation rewarding 
him.

Reiter, who is in charge of 
athletics and physical development at 
Wesleyan, receuily made some inter- 
esting comments on the failure of bas 
ketball to bold its popularity in the 
college. By way of illustration, Reiter 
compared basketball and football. In 
part he said: 

“It wasn't a half century ago that 
football occupied somewhat the same 
position that basketball did abeut five 
years ago. The game was new. All 
athletics, in fact, were new, and check- 
ers and chess continued to go hand 
in hand as the accepted amusements 
of the college man. Bring those very 
conditions down to the present day, 
substituting the word ‘basketball’ for 
‘football.’ Basketball isn't more than 
thirteen years old, and it costs about 
as much to ruuv a basketball team at 
Wesleyau or Williams as it does at 
Yale. . 

“But the big colleges have not begun 
to specialize in the game, and from 
what I hear the came does seem to be 
progressing the other way. However, 
if the big colleges developed tkeir in- 
terest in the sport as they have in 
football it would not be very long be- 
fore they would completely outclass 
the smaller college teams. 

“There are séVeral things in which 
basketball differs from feotball and 
because of which it cannot become an 
The game is more 
uncertain than football by far. Vari- 
ous obvious points explain this. The 
psychic element is more evident, espe- 
cially in basketball off the home floor. 
Then the crowds are closer, and phys- 
feal effects of the crowd of spectaters 
are consequently communicated more 
quickly.

Rey. Paul Revere Frothingham 
Writes of His Life

In the current issue of the Chris- 
tian Register is the following article 
on Dr. William Everett, late of Quin- 
cy, by Rev. Paul Revere  Frothing- 
ham: 7 

William Everett was a “live wire.” 
One never came in contact with him, 
whether in private or in public life, | 
on the platform, in the pulpit, or the 
classroom, without being startled by) 
the sparks and flashes of his wit, his | 
learning, and his genius. His body, | 
which was frail and spare ,seem pa-| 
thetically insufficient often for the} 
force and volume of the current that 
throbbed and hurried through him. 
Tingling with excitement, his whole; 
frame quivering with emotion, he | 
would fling his text out from the pul-; 
pit or his challenge from the  plat-| 
form at some political assembly and | 
from that time on till he had sunk} 
back, spent and partially exhausted, | 
there was no opportunity for drowsi- | 
ness or wandering attention. Peo- 
ple often began by being attracted by! 
his peculiarities and amused by his | 
eccentricities, but they always ended} 
by acknowledging his genius and ad- 
miring his talents. He was no ordin- 
ary, commonplace person, but a vi-} 
brant personality; and, once seen or| 
heard, he was not easily forgotten. 

Among my earliest memories, al-| 
most, are recollections of Dr. Everett. | 
A first cousin of my father, he was} 
often at our house, and he appeared | 
from time to time in the pulpit of the} 
church which we attended. Our! 
minister was amused and somewhat 
startled on one occasion when ear-| 
rangements were being made for him | 
to take the Sunday service. He had 
written Dr. Everett to send the hymns! 
or at least the “meters,” for the} 
choir, to which the irate doctor who 
had no liking for new ideas or} 
changes in spelling, answered, “You | 
write about the ‘meters’; gas or | 
water, which?” 

With all his eccentricities, 
ever, his abilities were many, and he 
distinguished himself in various lines.} 
‘He was preacher, poet, politician, his- | 
torian, man of letters, scholar, teach- 
er, reformer, and he passed from one 
sphere, to the other with character- 
istic energy, brillianey, and fervor. 

Dr. Everett was connected with 
the Brooks family, his mother being 
a daughter of. Peter Chardon Brooks 
and a cousin of Phillips Brooks's 
father. A member of the family is, 
said upon one occasion to have re- 
minded Phillips Brooks how rich she} 
was in ministerial relatives. “There! 
is you yourself,” she said, “and O. B.| 
Frothingham and William Everett.” | 
It would be difficult to select three 
men of more opposite tendencies andj 
unlike characteristics, the impassioned | 
mystic, the polished rationalist, the | 
impetus purist. Yet they all were 
descendants of the great John Cot-|
